To  the  Synods  of  Missouri  and  Kansas  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.S.A. 
The  completion  of  Twenty-Five  years  of  history  is 
not  very  significant  in  the  lives  of  institutions,  except 
it  bear  its  marks  of  permanency,  influence,  and  mo- 
mentum. We  are  very  happy  to  have  the  Synod  of 
Missouri  meeting  here  at  the  College  seat,  in  the  beau- 
tiful capital  of  fair  Saline  County.  You  will  have- 
most  of  you — your  first  opportunity,  to  note  how  beau- 
tiful for  situation,  buildings,  and  homes  is  Marshall, 
how  rich  and  prosperous  the  community,  how  sober  and 
industrious  are  her  citizens,  how  hospitable  and  con- 
siderate of  Churchmen  and  visitors,  and  how  splendid 
the  environment  and  appointments  of  Missouri  Valley 
College.  We  need  no  longer  try  to  tell  you  about  these 
in  our  report,  for  you  are  here  to  see  for  yourselves. 
Do  not  fail  however  in  making  up  your  opinions  to 
note  the  product  of  Missouri  Valley — not  a  few  of  your 
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hosts  and  hostesses  are  graduates  and  former  students 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  and  all  the  homes  have  felt 
the  influence  directly  and  indirectly  of  this  vigorous 
young  institution.  Great  men  have  come  to  speak  on 
her  commencements  and  other  public  occasions  and 
strong  women  have  testified  from  her  platform;  artists 
from  every  realm  have  provided  entertainment;  day 
by  day  and  year  by  year  thoroughly  equipped  men  and 
women  of  her  faculty  have  dealt  skillfully  with  the  youth 
of  her  classes;  and  through  all  these  days  the  Bible  has 
been  uplifted  as  a  required  subject  in  her  curriculum. 
This  community  has  been  the  constant  beneficiary  of 
such  wholesome  and  idealizing  forces  and  you  should 
note  it  as  one  of  the  products  of  her  work.  Look  in 
upon  your  own  body  and  observe  the  number,  names, 
and  influence  of  Missouri  Valley  Men — ministers  and 
elders  in  your  churches.  Consult  your  Assembly  roll 
and  your  mission  lists  for  the  men  and  women  of  this 
College  who,  in  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  land,  in 
the  Foreign  field  as  ministers,  educators,  elders,  church 
workers,  missionaries,  wives  of  strong  men,  are  build- 
ing on  the  walls  of  Zion.  The  children  of  our  early 
students  are  beginning  to  make  their  appearance  in 
the  classes  and  soon  there  will  be  a  second  generation 
who  will  call  M.  V.  C.  ''Alma  Mater."  Note  the  pres- 
ent student  body  as  you  pass  to  and  fro,  speak  to  them 
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— they  will  be  pleased  if  you  will.  ()l)ser\e  their  man- 
ners, their  interest  in  one  another,  their  taste  in  dress, 
the  things  which  tell  of  good  family  training,  of  stable 
character,  and  of  refined  ideals.  Do  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  they  are  still  boys  and  girls,  but  note  the  kind 
of  youth  to  which  M.  V.  C.  appeals.  It  is  a  frequent 
remark  by  visitors,  by  observing  bookmen  and  public 
lecturers,  that  our  student  body  is  exceptional  in  its 
look  of  refinement  of  manner  and  intelligence  of  face. 

As  an  institution  Missouri  Valley  has  stood  from  the 
beginning  for  five  things. 

1.  High  Standards  of  College  Work. 

The  standards  in  Missouri  were  low  when  Missouri 
Valley  began,  and  it  was  only  after  a  long  conference 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  it  was  decided  to  set  the 
standards  high  in  Missouri  Valley  even  at  the  risk  of 
curtailing  her  attendance.  The  result  has  proved  as 
we  anticipated,  that  our  attendance  would  not  be  so 
large,  but  that  the  influence  of  the  college  and  the  char- 
acter of  its  product  would  be  greatly  augmented.  We 
have  never  regretted  our  decision  nor  have  we  changed 
it,  except  in  adaptation  of  progressive  ideas  as  in  the 
introduction  of  new  departments  like  agriculture, 
domestic  science,  etc. 

2.  Educational  Sympathy  and  Stimulation. 
When  the  high  standards  adopted  by  Missouri  Val- 
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ley  College  were  compared  with  the  work  done  in  the 
High  Schools  of  the  state  twenty-five  years  ago,  it  was 
found  that  there  was  only  three  High  Schools  in  the 
state  which  prepared  their  graduates  for  admission  to 
the  Freshman  class  of  Missouri  Valley.  The  adminis- 
tration of  Missouri  Valley  was  actively  engaged  along 
with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  State  University,  and  other  leading  educa- 
tors of  the  state  in  an  attempt  through  the  College 
Union,  the  State  Teachers'  Association  and  otherwise, 
to  raise  the  standards  in  the  High  Schools,  so  that  now 
there  are  169  first-class  High  Schools  in  Missouri. 
Incidentally  this  explains  why  our  attendance  in  the 
Academy  which  was  so  very  large  through  the  first 
few  years  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  that  our 
accession  of  new  students  is  now  in  the  Freshman  class 
and  not  in  the  Academy.  A  thing  which  is  very  de- 
sirable. 

Missouri  Valley  has  also  used  its  influence  in  the 
standardization  of  High  School  and  College  work.  It 
has  been  an  active  participant  in  the  framing  of  these 
standards,  not  only  in  the  State  Teachers'  Association, 
but  also  in  the  Presbyterian  College  Union.  The 
Missouri  College  Union  of  which  Missouri  Valley  is  one 
of  the  charter  members,  was  organized  largely  with 
reference  to  standardization.

3.  Christianizalion   of    I^ducalion. 

This  has  always  been  before  our  eyes,  not  only  that 
a  good  course  of  study  should  l^e  given  but  one  that 
would  be  entirely  sympathetica!  with  highest  chris- 
tian ideals.  Our  courses  in  History,  Literature,  Sci- 
ence, Economics  and  Philosophy  all  have  christian 
bearing. 

4.  Co-operative  Sympathy  in  Great  Movements. 
Colleges  if  properly  administered  are  leaders  in  great 

ethical  movements  and  the  aim  has  been  to  keep  Mis- 
souri Valley  College  in  active  touch  with  the  greatest 
of  these  modern  movements.  For  example,  the  col- 
lege has  been  in  connection  and  active  sympathy  with 
the  Conservation  movement,  which  looks  to  the  preser- 
vation and  right  use  and  reproducation  of  our  natural 
resources.  It  has  also  been  active  particularly  in 
Peace  movements  and  has  been  represented  in  the 
national  conventions  and  in  state  conferences  and  or- 
ganizations looking  to  this  end.  It  has  been  in  close 
touch  and  has  had  a  large  share  in  planning  closer 
relations  among  the  churches  and  fostering  church 
unions.  It  w^as  actively  represented  in  the  great  move- 
ment to  bring  together  the  Presbyterian  and  the  Cum- 
berland Presbyterian  Churches,  and  in  the  organization 
of  the  Federation  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,, 
and  in  framing  the  Federation  of  the  Reformed  Church- 
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es.  Missouri  Valley  has  been  in  active  sympathy  also 
with  the  great  temperance  movement  and  has  been 
one  of  the  aggressive  forces  in  bringing  about  the  dry 
condition  in  Marshall  and  Saline  county,  and  in  many 
other  counties  of  Missouri  and  in  thorough  sympathy 
with  the  national  movement.  The  students  have 
their  temperance  organization  and  are  actively  engaged 
in  furthering  prohibition  ideals. 

5.  The  Bible  as  Great  Literature  and  Religious 
Authority. 

It  was  the  first  institution  in  Missouri  to  put  the 
Bible  in  the  curriculum  on  the  level  with  all  other 
literary  courses.  At  first,  it  was  looked  upon  with 
serious  questioning  but  that  has  now  ceased  to  be  the 
case. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  tables 
which  show  two   things: — 

(i)  The  attendance  year  by  year. 

(2)  The  financial  receipts  from  Endowment  interest 
and  Tuition  and  fees. 
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It  will  be  observed  with  reference  to  the  first  table 
that,  following  the  litigation  and  activity  of  certain 
parties  against  the  College,  there  was  a  distinct  slump 
in  our  attendance,  which  means  that  our  opponents 
were  active  and  our  friends  were  timid  and  inactive. 

With  reference  to  the  second  table  it  will  be  observed 
that  our  first  significant  deficit  followed  the  beginning 
of  litigation  and  that  the  College  Board  came  to  our 
relief  after  the  first  deficit. 

Formal  notice  needs  to  be  taken  at  this  point  of  the 
fact  that  Louisa  Campbell  Girls'  Dormitory  has  been 
completed  and  is  in  use,  speaking  for  itself  as  a  beauti- 
ul,  substantial  and  useful  addition  to  our  equipment. 
Also  the  new  reinforced  concrete  Grand  Stand.  It  is 
a  monument  to  the  benevolence  of  some  of  the  classes 
and  some  of  the  individuals  of  the  alumni.  A  much 
needed  addition  to  our  campus  and  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  student  body  and  their  guests  at 
the  games.  The  Louisa  Campbell  Girls'  Dormitory 
will  be  dedicated  during  the  sessions  of  Synod  Oct. 
i6th,  by  the  women  and  the  Grand  Stand  on  the  same 
day  by  the  alumni. 

A  word  needs  to  be  added  concerning  the  status  of 
litigation.  We  hoped  that  after  Judge  Van  Valken- 
burgh's  decision  at  Kansas  City,  there  would  be  no 
further   litigation,   but   after   waiting   nearly   the   full 
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limit  of  time  allowed  by  law  for  taking  the  appeal,  the 
so-called  Cumberlands  have  appealed  to  the  Appelate 
Court  and  the  hearing  is  set  for  January  lo,  1915. 
However  we  have  not  taken  this  with  sufficient  serious- 
ness to  impede  our  plans  of  putting  up  buildings  and 
otherwise  improving  the  college.  Some  very  important 
renovating  and  construction  work  was  done  in  the  boys' 
dormitory  involving  some  outlay  of  money.  Although 
argued  in  January  1913,  after  having  been  put  for- 
ward by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  on  account  of 
its  importance,  the  Supreme  Court  has  not  yet  handed 
down  a  decision  and  we  have  no  intimation  as  to  when 
one  may  be  expected.  We  have  no  explanations  to 
make  of  the  law's  delay  which  is  so  embarrassing  to 
all  concerned. 

Recommendations: 

1.  The  term  of  office  as  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  of  Ben  Eli  Guthrie,  LL.D.,  Luther  Nickell, 
P.  H.  Rea  and  James  B.  Welsh,  expire  and  Trustees 
should  be  named  to  fill  these  terms  for  six  years.  The 
successors  of  Ben  Eli  Guthrie,  Luther  Nickell  and  P. 
H.  Rea  should  be  elected  by  the  Synod  of  Missouri, 
and  the  successor  of  James  B.  Welsh,  should  be  elected 
by  the  Synod  of  Kansas,  each  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  the  College  be  approved 
to   the   College   Board  for  assistance   in   view  of   the 
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linanciiil  burdens  occasioned  directly  and  indirectly 
by  litigation. 

3.  In  as  much  as  for  some  reason  the  General  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  Legal  Matters  connected  with 
re-union,  does  not  seem  to  include  Missouri  Valley 
College  in  the  list  of  causes  for  which  it  stands,  and  in 
as  much  as  these  Synods  are  interested  in  its  welfare 
and  especially  desirous  that  Missouri  Valley  College 
should  be  guarded  by  the  w^hole  church,  and  in  as  much 
as  by  Judge  Van  Valkenburgh's  decision  the  College 
belongs  to  the  w^hole  Presbyterian  denomination,  there- 
fore we  recommend  that  the  Synod  of  Missouri  overture 
the  General  Assembly  reminding  it  of  the  above  facts 
and  askng  that  Missouri  Valley  College  be  commended 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Legal  Matters  for 
help  in  meeting  the  expenses  of  litigation.  The  union 
w^as  an  Assembly  act  and  therefore  the  suffering  Col- 
lege should  be  protected  by  the  General  Assembly. 
It  seems  to  us  that  this  recommendation  is  timely  in 
view^  of  the  fact  that  the  Assembly  has  ordered  a  special 
apportionment  to  the  Presbyteries  of  three-quarters  of 
a  cent  per  communicant  (Minutes  page  152)  to  settle 
the  litigation  expenses.

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In  the  Comi)arativc  SlalemeiUs  you  will  notice  that 
while  the  Common  Fund  Income  for  year  just  ended  was 
Tw^enty-one  Hundred  sixty-six  Dollars  and  forty  cents 
($2,166.40)  less  than  the  preceding  year,  the  Exj)endi- 
tures  for  the  same  period  wxre  Thirty-six  Hundred 
fifty-three  Dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($3,653.30)  less; 
also  that  the  net  deficit  is  Fourteen  Hundred  eighty- 
six  Dollars  and  ninety  cents  ($1,486.90)  less  than  for 
the  former  period  or  Thirty-four  Hundred  twelve  Dol- 
lars and  ninety-four  cents  ($3,412.94). 

In  the  operation  of  the  Birckhead  Dormitory  during 
the  last  year  the  income  was  Seventy-eight  Dollars 
and  ten  cents  ($78.10)  less  than  the  year  before  and  the 
expenditures  Eleven  Dollars  and  thirty-five  cents 
($11.35)  l^sSj  making  the  deficit  for  the  year  One  Hun- 
dred fifteen  Dollars  and  thirteen  cents  ($115.13)  or 
Sixty-six  Dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($66.75)  more 
than  for  the  former  year. 

The  deficit  accruing  in  the  operation  of  the  College 
was  Thirty-four  Hundred  twelve  Dollars  and  ninety- 
four  cents  ($3,412.94) ;  the  deficit  accruing  in  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Birckhead  Dormitory  was  One  Hundred 
fifteen  Dollars  and  thirteen  cents  ($115.13),  making  a 
total  deficit  for  the  year  of  Thirty-five  Hundred  twenty- 
eight  Dollars  and  seven  cents  ($3,528.07).

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The  Two  Thousand  Dollars  received  from  the  Board 
of  Aid  for  Colleges  was  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the 
deficit  for  the  years  191 2-13  leaving  the  amount  charged 
to  Donation  Reserve  Account  for  that  year  Twenty-nine 
Hundred  forty-eight  Dollars  and  twenty-two  cents 
($2,948.22). 

The  item  Five  Hundred  forty  Dollars  ($540)  In- 
terest on  Endowments  due  not  paid  May  31st  has 
since   been   paid.
